young ran, OWA must accept the younger men'and insist that they 
take up the burden of the organization, keeping its traditions, and 
at the same tine raking 1t young at heart.

(CWA CELEBPATES ITS SILVER ANWIVERSARY — 25 YEARS OF SERVICES 


AV] QGWA renters are fanfliar with the fact that our organization 
has been in existance for 25 years =~ the exact anniversary date 
being Decenber 5. On Noverber 16, 1947, during a 1O-neter round~ 
table on the air neeting, Jotn DiBlas{, ‘W2FA, Uda Ross, W2UD, 

John Gioe, WFD, Edwin S'Crain, W2EF, Or. Ernest Cyrias, W20t and 
Teving P, "Groves, W201 sade the decision which formed the basis for 
‘cwA = it vas on’ that evening that they decided to meet, together 
and to form an Association of Amateur Radio Operators who had been 
Vicensed for at Teast 25 years. The reeting was deld on Fricay, 
December 5, 1547 In flew York. At that first meeting, founding the 
Quarter Century Wireless Association, John DiBlasi, W2FX Was naned 
President (His QCKA number fs 1); George T. Droste, W2IN was made 
Viee President, Leon A. Nansen, H2FIT was elected Secretary and 
Davie Talley, H2PF was elected’ Treasurer. Of the original five 
founders (those actually instigating the first meeting) only one 
has passed on ~ John Gioe, W2FD, in 1962. 


At the time of its founding, OCWA required that al? menbers must 
have been licensed in the year 1922 or before. This autonatically 
placed atl menters in the *Pioneer® class...nen uho bad used crystal 
detectors, coherers, spark transmitters, case antennas and all of 
tthe other equipments that sake so cany of the old tiners nostalgic. 
Ht was recoonized that as tine roved on 2 seu group of Amateur 
Operators would become elisible for nerbership, and with the passing 
‘Of tine would Indeed becove sasters of the vessel. The Founding 
Fathers, much in the tradition of those who founded our Republic, 
provided a Constitution and by-laxs under which the Organization 
might operate sensibly ia the interest of its members. The 
Constitution has been anended, and the by-laws have been revised 
from tine to tine a5 required for adaptation to changing tines. 

It fs thts Constitution and by-laws which will permit orderly 
growth and will ease transitional changes required to keep our 
Organization aligned with the needs of our changing Hobby, 


Article 1 of the Constitution sets forth the purposes of the 

Organization; {a) To foster and develop friendship and cooperat on 

‘among amateur wireless and radio operators of more. than twenty-five 
rs standing; (b) To 

fecting or involving acateur wireless or radio and sponsor such

it is certain that in cue time OCwA will comple a record inthis 
endeavor as dramatic as that achieved in the interests of friendship.

2, Certificates will be issued, based on the earliest date that 

was established in the original application for a 50 year Award, 


3, In the light of the Endorsement Program, Certificate holders may 
Wish to revise the first date of their original operation. in 
‘Such case the Applicant should supply docusented proof of such 
operation which 1s clear and complete, 


Endorsement stickers are planned on being {ssued on the annual 
basis only « it 1s too dtfricult to establish a date exactly of 
an event happening 50 years or wore ago...therefore, The 52 
ytar endorsement way be applied for If you began opération any 
tine in 1920,
